When asked about the re- 
ported payments to policemen, 
Charles Morgan, operator of the 
towing service, told the Post- 
Dispatch: “I never made a pay- 
off to anyone.”

“piggy banks” with about $2 
in them has been obtained by 
police department investiga- 


tors, the Post-Dispatch was 

told.

He pointed out that the board 
was aware of the investigation 
being made by the inspector's 
office, but had as yet received 
no formal reports on the prog- 
ress. 

The police department's in- 
quiry into the alleged payments 
is being supervised by Capt. 
Ola McCallister, acting inspec- 
tor in the absence of Lt. Col. 
George Parker, who is recuper- 
ating from injuries suffered in 
an automobile collision. 

Dowd’s Position. 

Circuit Attorney Edward L 
Dowd said today he plans no in- 
vestigation at this time into the 
alleged payments to traffic 
policemen because his office is 
fully engaged in the extensive 
inquiry into reported payments 
to some _ police officers’ by 
brothel operators 

“When the pay-off investiga- 
tion is completed, we will de- 
termine what, if anything, to do 
about reports concerning pay- 
ments to traffic policemen,” he 
declared. 

The pay-off inquiry, 
fore the June term 
will be continued .by the 
grand jury which is to be 
paneled early next 
was learned today.

His 
present attitude may reflect German disappoint- 
ment after Geneva. There the Germans had ex- 
pected the Western statesmen to insist on reuni- 
fication instead of tacitly agreeing that the mat- 
ter could wait for the foreign ministers’ meeting 
and perhaps longer. ‘ 

If this was a disparagement of the Germans’ 
resurrected opinion of themselves as the No, 1 


power on the Continent, it was a very mild one 
and in no way conclusive. Pique may tempt Ger- 
mans to stir up the Saar issue which the Euro- 
peanization statute was to cool off for a while. 
But to yield to such a temptation would mean for 
the Germans themselves a serious distortion of 
their long-range prospects. It would set the 
minor above the major, and that would not be 
statesmanship.

There Is a Breaking Point 

It is most appropriate that the first President 
with a military background in many years should 
issue the executive order modernizing the prison- 
er-of-war code and recognizing the existence in 
most men of what may be called “the break- 
ing point.” As a professional soldier, Mr. Eisen- 
hower appreciates better than most civilians how 
heavy the pressures, not to say how painful the 
tortures, behind an enemy stockade can become. 

If anyone needed additional proof that the 
old prisoner-of-war code was no longer realis- 
tic, he had only to read the pertinent statistics re- 
leased Thursday by the Defense Department's 
prisoner-of-war committee. 

In World War II, 129,701 Americans were cap- 
tured by the enemy powers. Of these, 14,090 died 
in prison camps. This was 10.9 per cent of those 
Americans taken captive. 

Now notice how this percentage changes in the 
Korean war. For in that bitter conflict, 7190 
Americans were captured and of these 2730 died 
in enemy camps. This amounted to the surprising 
total of 38 per cent 

The difference between one in 10, as in World 
War II, and two in five, the Korean war ratio, is 
too evident to require elaboration. 

Why this great increase? Because of the condi- 
tions in the prisoner stockades. The Communists 
gave our prisoners relatively much poorer care. 
Medical supplies often were practically non-ex- 
istent. All this was part and parcel of the Red 
plan to cause our prisoners to break under the 
strain. To they added brain-washing often 
incessantly. 

The ideal remains what it has long been—the 
Spartan who does not crack no matter what he 
is subjected to. But it is only fair to recognize 
that the armed forces are a cross-section of civil- 
with its variety of experience, 
training, background and understanding of war 
aims and neces It has been less than logical 
to expect all men to meet the same tests with the 
Same resolution and the same bravery. 
friends of some of the Korean 
prisoners who cracked in prison camps doubtless 
will wish that this new code had been put in 
Even so they, along 
with the rest of the country, can be glad that it 
is in force now and hence becomes a substantial 
step forward in the handling of a most difficult 
problem.

In the face of these staggering (and steadily 
increasing) requirements, Missouri is polluting 
its fresh water supplies at a suicidal rate. 

In the past five years alone, pollution has in- 
creased by one fourth. Now 1275 miles of water 
are polluted on 155 streams in the state. And 
the Bi-State Development Agency estimated re- 
cently that industries were responsible for three 
fourths of the pollution of the Mississippi river 
in the St. Louis area. 

While 34 other states have been tightening 
their laws against stream pollution, Missouri has 
been making only ineffective feints in that di- 
rection. This has been going on for the last 
18 years. 

The Bi-State Agency wants the Missouri Legis- 
lature to adopt legislation similar to that already 
in effect in Illinois, which gives the state author- 
ity to enforce regulations controlling industrial 
and municipal discharges into streams. 

The Missouri Conservation Commission also 
needs stronger legislation to clean up streams 
in the state. At the 1955 legislative session a 
stab was made in this direction. An inadequate 
bill was passed by the House and died in the 
Senate Aviation, Water and Natural Resources 
Committee. 

Our state’s future agriculturally, industrially, 
and as a place to live in, will depend in large 
measure on the availability of water — clean 
water. The concerted planning of chambers of 
commerce, farm and industrial organizations, 
and groups of private citizens, could evolve ade- 
quate legislation and see it enacted into law. 

Will Missourians come forward with that kind 
of united front to assure the future—the prosper- 
ing future—of their state?

How about a new holiday for the 
Western world? On this one, we should 
lay aside the rapiers of and 
bludgeons of criticism with which the 
United States is often belabored, and 
express sincere gratitude for the truly 
generous economic and military. finan- 
cial aid the United States has furnished 
other countries. 

On July 1, the United States celebrat- 
ed its tenth anniversary of foreign aid. 
Marshall aid, Point IV and other pro- 
grams have disbursed $51,147,000,000— 
about $320 for each United States man, 
woman and child, a lot of money.

Figures for the first nine years show 
only a little over one-fifth is in loans 
and credits for which repayment may be 
expected. The rest isin grants. And of 
the total, over two-fifths was for econom- 
ic aid, nearly twice as much as for mili- 
tary aid. Another $3,285,800,000 
been authorized by Congress for this fis- 
cal year. 

Canada is one of the fortunate coun- 
tries, and they are few, which has not 
required such assistance from the Unit- 
ed States. But it’s our world, too. In 
the larger sense, we benefit when other 
countries are helped.

run Canada’s. Let’s forget, too, the carp- 
ing that the United States has acted 
from enlightened self-interest; this may 
be largely true, but it does ‘not invali- 
date the programs. 

A sad thing is that the United States, 
which can work out such noble projects 
of aid, can so frequently also irritate the 
recipients. But in spite of the occasion- 
al bickering, it is noteworthy that the 
recipients of United States aid have not 
been forced through these programs to 
become involuntary satellites in the true 
sense of the word. 

Can anyone say that the United King- 
dom and France—the biggest recipients 
with $6,870,000,000 and $4,982,000,000 in 
grants and credits respectively—are 
afraid to have differences with the Unit- 
ed States? That they are not partners 
—rather than bought slaves? 


‘here is no need to salaam toward 
Washington. We—and other Western 
nations—will have frequent differences 
with the United States and its citizens, 
collectively or individually. 

But let us stop for a moment and real- 
ize that no other nation has embarked 
so willingly and on such a large scale on 
a program of helping other peoples. 


Mansion

Teamsters haul down good wages 
these days. And for this they have to 
thank their union, including, of course, 
their union president. But whether they 
really have to thank their union presi- 
dent to the tune of a $160,000 mansion 
complete with swimming pool, artificial 
waterfall and motion picture projection 
room is a question which may trouble 
more than one working stiff as he con- 
templates the cost of living and wonders 
if he can afford to see a movie this week 
at one of the public, or proletarian, 
movie palaces. 

This reflection is occasioned by a 
recent news story revealing that Dave 
Beck, head of the 1,300,000-member 
International Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
has sold his home to the union for $160,- 
000, while the union, in turn, will let 
him live in it rent free and will foot the 
hill, in addition, for all service, mainte- 
mance and tax charges. . 

You understand, of course, that this 
generosity on the part of the union does 
not come about because Mr. Beck is 
destitute. Mr. Beck receives from the 


union a salary of $50,000 per annum, 
which, as the teamsters put it in their 
colorful jargon, ain’t hay. 

John L. Lewis, head of the United 
Mine Workers, also draws a $50,000 
salary; but his home is his own. 


George Meany, president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, gets $35,000. 


Walter Reuther, president of the Con- 
gress of Industrial Organizations, is paid 
a salary of $18,000 by the United Auto- 
mobile Workers—a recent boost from 
$13,500. 

Jacob Potofsky, head of the powerful 
and immensely rich Amalgamated Cloth- 
ing Workers Union, which operates 
banks, insurance companies, hospitals 
and vacation resorts for its members, 
receives only $15,000. 

Maybe the teamsters think Dave Beck 
is worth every cent he costs them. 
Maybe they prefer pomp to Spartan 
simplicity in their presidents. They have 
a perfect right to keep their bosses in 
the style of Louis XVI, if they want to. 
But we can’t help wondering if they 
want to. 


An Editorial Writer Said That 


From The Louisville Courier-Journal 


An indignant reader writes to The 
New York Post: “Mark Twain never 
made that remark about the weather 
attributed to him in your Tuesday edi- 
torial.” The remark was, of course: 
“Everybody talks about the weather, 
but nobody does anything about it.” 
The Post's reader is right. Mark Twain 
didn’t say that. But nearly everybody 
thinks he did. Our surmise is that The 
Post's editorial writer, a learned chap, 
knew better, and deliberately refused 
to disturb a popular illusion. 

Burton Stevenson's “Home Book of 
Quotations” says the actual author of 
this particular quotation was Charles 
Dudley Warner in an editorial about 
1890 in a distinguished Connecticut 
newspaper, The Hartford Courant. 
Warner was a notable literatus, as well 


as an editorial writer for The Courant. 
He was a friend of Mark Twain. 

We can't help thinking that if it had 
been possible to attribute the remark 
only to an editorial writer, it never 
would have lived. It is not true that 
nobody does anything about the weather. 
People have been doing things about 
the weather, as is obvious, since the 
beginning of time. We wouldn't be 
sitting in an air-conditioned office at 
this moment if Charles Dudley Warner 
had been right. Probably he saw the 
weakness of his thesis. Probably he 
connived at getting it attributed to Mark 
Twain and thereby making it sound 
both wise and funny. 

Shrewd fellows, these editorial writers, 
having often more method than mad- 
ness in their passion for anonymity!

A Mood of Intensity 


THE EXCHANGE OF JOY, by Isabel 
(Harcourt, Brace & Co., 250 pas., $3.50.)

Using Shakespeare’s words as her 
theme, Miss Quigly tells the story of 
Celia Coke, a conventional young wom- 
an. She is married to an English archi- 
tect who goes to Australia for a year’s 
business trip. With her two children, 
she spends the period of his absence in 
Italy where she falls in love with a 


famous Italian poet Arcangele—and 
loses her conven- 
tions. 


Psychologically 
Miss Quigly makes 
her story possible, 
and a mood of in- 
tensity is sustained 
throughout. But 
somehow one is re- 
minded of Mark 
Twain's remark to 
his wife (in a com- 
pletely different sit- 
uation), “My dear, 
you have the words 
but not the tune.” 

“The exchange of 
joy” is idyllic and 
produces such a state of almost continu- 
ous euphoria in its participants that the 
story seems, at times, a fairy tale pres- 
entation of the joys and pangs of a love 
that must inevitably leave more scars 
than enchantment. Miss Quigly pre- 
sents the rushing, breathless, ecstatie 
quality of the love very well, played to 
a light, gay tune. But where is the 
murky, misty background music pointing 
up the unresolved ending? 

However, this is a first novel and its 
faults are not serious in a young writer. 
One looks forward to her later books 
when time has taken a hand and she has 
re-read Tolstoi’s “Anna Karenina.”

When Is an Object a Saucer 
THE CASE FOR THE UFO. by M. K. Jessup. 

(Citadel Press, 240 pqgs., $3.50.) 

_ The letters “UFO” stand for Uniden- 

tified Flying Objects. Originally the 
designation was used when the exact 
nature of the flying object could not be 
determined, but Mr. Jessup seems to 
state without hesitation that if it is un- 
identified, then it is a flying saucer. 
This same sort of logic is characteristic 
of the entire book. Every unexplained 
event over the last hundred years, 
whether it was exceptionally large hail- 
stones or someone's disappearance, is 
attributed by some twisted chain of 
reasoning to prove that flying saucers 
exist and that they are from another 
world. 

If, as the flyleaf claims, Mr. Jessup 
is an astronomer, he certainly managed 
to avoid any of the necessary scientific 
habits, including letting the facts deter- 
mine the theory rather than the reverse. 
“The Case for the UFO” contributes 
nothing, and if one is interested in all of 
the unexplained occurrences of the past, 
he would be better served to read the 
books of Charles Fort directly, as these 
are the sources of most of Mr. Jessup’s 
book.

As there ts no German army, 
this: easy-going acceptance of a 
military vacuum can mean only 
that the Atlantic powers do not 
think their security depends in 
any critical degree upon the con- 
tinental ground forces. 


Something Hollow in NATO. 


It is easy enough to say that 
as the tension with the Soviet 
Union has become relaxed, the 
effort within NATO is becoming 
relaxed too. But this cannot be 
the whole explanation. 

For if,as Mr. Dulles and every- 
one else is saying, the Soviets 
are more friendly because NATO 
has been armed and united, why 
should there be any doubt that 
the NATO powers will carry on 
s0 successful a policy? 

Is it because the people can- 
not be made to understand a 
policy which to Mr. Dulles and 
other high officials seems so ob- 
vious? 

1 do not think so. It is true 
that democracies tend to become 
too pacifist when there is peace, 
just as in war they tend to be- 
come bellicose and to demand 
unconditional surrender and 
total victory. But the turn- 
around in opinion would not be 
likely to happen so quickly if 
there were not something hollow 
and unconvincing in the official 
NATO doctrine. 

That something is the fact that 
it is a long time since anyone 
has readily believed, if anyone 
ever believed it, that the secur- 
ity of Europe and the Atlantic 
community depends upon being 
able to win a defensive battle on 
the German ground between the 
Rhine and the Elbe rivers.

Cute Cartoon Canines 
Wiens DISNEY seems to have really hit the jackpot 


again with another full-length cartoon, “LADY AND 

THE TRAMP,” at the ORPHEUM THEATER. The 
house was jammed to the rafters even for the morning show 

) yesterday, with a line of patient kiddies 
and tired mamas wrapped around the 
block waiting to get in. If anyone says 
that television—particularly Disney's “Dis- 
neyland” — hurts theater movies — partic- 
ularly Disney movies—have him examined 
either by a head-shrinker or by Disney's 
treasurer. 

The cartoon, all about dogs, is real cute—sometimes 
too cute for my stomach, but on the whole it is sprightly and 
amusing. All the dogs talk among themselves with appropri- 
ate accents—the Englisn bull in Cockney,.the bloodhound 
with an old corn-pone growl, the chihuahua in Mexican, the 
Russian wolfhound tn Mischa Auer language, the Scotty 
with a burr—well, you get the idea. 

The heroine is a gentle, soulful-eyed cocker spaniel, 
Lady, who is somewhat hurt when her master, “Jim, Dear,” 
and mistress, “Darling,” (I told you how it gets sometime) 
get more wrapped up in a cuddly new baby than in her. 

The hero is a cocky mongrel called Tramp, who sounds 
much too much like Mickey Rooney with no director to 
hold him down, but I don’t think the children will notice. 
The villains are the dog catchers, of course, a crabby aunt 
who comes to take care of the baby and her two mean cats, 
called, what do you know, Si and Am. The outcast Tramp 
finally gets in good with the family when he and Lady save 
the baby from a vicious rat (absolutely no relation to Mickey 
Mouse.) 

The drawings are striking in CinemaScope and color. 
The dialogue sounds as if it were an old B-script with sugar 
on it. 


English Comedy, French Veneer 

“INNOCENTS IN PARIS,” which opens tonight at 
the SHADY OAK, is an effort to merge the adroit satiric 
English style with the sly, sophisticated French style. 
The results, I would say, are slightly illegitimate. It is a 
mildly engaging and sometimes amusing 
offspring, this English picture written and 
produced by Anatole de Grunwald. But 
in the adventures of seven English trav- 
elers by airline for a week-end in Paris, 
the situations developed are fairly obvious 
——that is, you can foresee pretty well how 
most of them will turn out—and it lacks 
the subtlety of the French method. 

The cast is good, and certainly does more for the vig- 
mettes portrayed than does the script, which seems circum- 
scribed in imagination and inventiveness. Alastair Sim is a 
superb character comedian as a gloomy British diplomat 
who wanders by accident into a drinking spree with his 
Soviet opposite number in an explosive Russian cafe in 
Paris, and winds up talking the Russian into a minor dip- 
lomatic coup for the United Nations. Clair Bloom is per- 
fect also as the sweet, naive girl who ds picked up by a 
smooth boulevardier, Claude Dauphin, but so disarms him, 
as you would expect, by her wholesomeness that he finds 
himself falling in love with her. But this episode, outside 
of its wistfulness, offers little point. 

Jimmy Edwards is a Colonel Blimp type who spends 
his time in Paris at a British pub and even shows a French- 
man how to play cricket rather than go to the races. Mara 
Lane offers a too obvious satire on Marilyn Monroe as a 
tootsie who is stood up by her protector at a luxurious suite, 
but who finds consolation in the room service of a hand- 
some waiter, Laurence Harvey. This episode is delib- 
erately risque without being too amusing. Ronald Shiner 
is a kindly military drummer who finds, when he goes 
with a demimondaine to her apartment, that there is a fair- 
haired little daughter asleep in the next room, so com- 
passionately tiptoes out, leaving a wad of franc notes under 
the door. Seems I’ve heard that one a couple of times 
before. James Copeland is an uneasy Scot who takes up 
with a refreshing little seamstress, then thinks she has 
cozened him for his wallet, like the rest of the hussies. 
Margaret Rutherford is an elderly amateur painter who 
makes a beau geste for a cracked painter who has been 
doing copies of the Mona Lisa for 30 years. These last two 
episodes fall short of the intended effect. 


Poetic Justice with an Apache Assist 

You can divide all Western plots into seven or eight 
categories. Jimmy Stewart in “THE MAN FROM LARAMIE” 
at the FOX, uses a couple of them. He is the mysterious 
stranger, who, we finally learn, is an Army captain out to 
track down the man who sold the repeat- 
ing rifles to the Apaches, resulting in the 
massacre of a patrol which included his 
brother. And he runs into the cattle king, 
Donald Crisp, who is boss of everything 
for a hundred miles around, and is dead 
set on stomping out any rivals. 

Jimmy has a hard time of it. 
lassoed and dragged over a fire. His wagons are burned 
and his mules shot. He fights two men in the town corral 
and gets plenty bloody and dirty. The town drunk tries 
to knife him in the dark, and he is thrown in jail for killing 
the drunk, though he didn’t. Two men hold him while 
another deliberately shoots him in the hand. They’re about 
to get up a lynching party against him for the murder of 
the cattle baron’s son, when Jimmy finally catches the vil- 
lain red-handed with the contraband rifles. Does he shoot 
the fellow down? No, he doesn’t have the heart. But cer- 
tainly the Screen Code can’t let the dastard go free. So 
the Apaches lend a helping hand of justice if you can call 
it that. 

This is reasonably well-made in CinemaScope, and 
Jimmy is his usual natural self. But why you should be 
interested, unless you are an insatiable addict of horse- 
operas, I don’t know. ee

A War Orphan Adopts One of Her Own 


Renata Stara, Rescued in Prague by Foster Parents’ Plan, Now Helps Needy Korean Child

OMEWHERE in Korea there 
Si: a little girl named Kim 

who has a foster parent in 
America. Her foster parent is 
a young woman who contributes 
$180 a year to pay for Kim’s 
support through the Foster Par- 
ents’ Plan for War Children, 
She also writes her letters, 
letters filled with an unusual 
amount of encouragement and 
sympathy and understanding. It 
is easy for the young American, 
Renata Stara, to put herself in 
the place of a foster .hild, Ten 
years ago, she herself was 
picked up on the streets of 
Prague, one of the thousands of 
European children -without 
homes or family or hope. 


“The Foster Parents Plan 
took me to England, then 
brought me here where ] am 
now a citizen,” Renata says. 
“They have done so much for 
me that I am now trying to do 
something in the way of being 
grateful.” 


Renata, a stock company ac- 
tress who hopes to make the 
theater her career, was in St. 
Louis yesterday to present a 
gift to Mayor Tucker on behalf 
of children under the plan who 
have been helped by St. Louis- 
ans. Twenty-two St. Louis fam- 
ilies have one or more “foster 
children” under the plan; many 
others are among the 600,000 
Americans who contribute indi- 
vidually or in groups to children 
in Belgium, England, France, 
Greece, Holland, Italy, Korea 
and Western Germany. 


A mammoth sports and tele- 
vision show, produced by Harlan 
Lane, Texas state chairman, 
started the national drive, which 
Renata and other representatives 
of the Foster Parents’ Plan for 
War Children are carrying across 
the country. 


“We hope to raise money for 
500,000 children who will need 
help very badly for the coming 
winter,” Renata explains. “They 
will need food, shoes, clothing. 
We hope we will be very suc- 
cessful.” 

Slender, dark haired, with 
dark expressive eyes, 25-year- 
old Renata speaks with studied 
casualness of her own experi- 
ences. She was 13 years old 
when war came to her town of 
Uzhrod in Czechoslovakia. She, 
her father, mother and brothers, 
Alexander, 11, and Nicholas, 12, 
were part of a cattle car of 
human beings sent to Auschwitz 
concentration camp. In a lineup 
leading to the incinerator, she 
was suddenly jerked to one side 
and taken with another group 
bound for Riga, Latvia. After 
a year in a concentration camp 


there, she was released, sent 
back to Czechoslovakia and 
abandoned. 

“TI lived on the streets. I had 


no place to go,” she recalls. 
“Some of us would band to- 
gether for a few days and then 
you would leave them and band 
up with others. We trusted to
